VALLEJp, Cal., October 6.—At eight o'clock this morning 


Nathaniel Melvin, a well-known resident of this place, shot his wife, 
Elizabeth Melvin and his daughter, Mrs. P. A. Radcliffe, wife of 
Boatswain Radcliffe, of the naval transport Solace, at the Melvin 
residence on upper Georgia street. Boatswain Radcliffe had just 
driven away to go to the Solace and Mrs. Melvin and her daughter 
were in the front yard. 


FIRED THREE SHOTS., 


Melvin asked them to come in the house, but they refused. He 


then ran out of the house with a revolver and fired three shots The 
first hit Mrs. Radcliffe on the first finger of her left hand, the sec- 
ond struck her in the left breast one inch from the heart, and the 
third struck Mrs. Melvin half an inch from her heart. 


BULLETS EXTRACTED. 


The bullets have been extracted, but the condition of the 


wounded women is critical. Mrs. Radcliffe may recover, but Mrs. 
Melvin is not expected to survive. 


Nathaniel Melvin was sent to an insane asylum a year ago, but 


was discharged as cured six months ago. He had been quiet up to 
two days ago, but seemed to fear he would be sent back and was 
nervous. He seems rational now, but gives no reason for the 
shooting. 


-TRIED TO SUICIDE. 


Melvin formerly worked in the navy yard and his family is 


highly respected here. After the shooting he barricaded himself 
in a room of the house and made an attempt to cut his throat, but 
only slashed his cheek with a razor. 


It took the Chief of Police three hours to subdue him and take 


him to jail. 


Melvin will be returned to the insane asylum at Napa. It is 


said he was released on parole at the solicitation of his relatives.

another. 


The matter .came up in court this 


morning by Attorney Gentry, making 
a motion to have the case set tor trial. 
A statement was then made by the

When Joseph Ramsey Jr. commenced an injunction suit in^a 


Missouri court to restrain the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
roads controlled by the Gould interests, from voting at the coming 
election Wabash stock and debentures held by them, he virtually 
confessed himself beaten in his fight to wrest the Wabash system 
from the Gould control. This defeat has been followed by the sum- 
mary ousting of Ramsey from the Wabash 
presidency. Nobody 


sliould feel sorry at the outcome. Ramsey was placed at the head 
of the Wabash 'by the Gould interests, which he now seeks to be- 
tray in order to prevent the opening of another through line from 
the Mississippi valley to the Atlantic seaboard. Gould now only 
has to build a link 150 miles long from Pittsburgh to Cumberland, 
Maryland, to have through lines from Salt Lake and El Paso to 
Baltimore. 
The completion of the Western Pacific^ will give him a 


through line from ocean to ocean, with a vast intermediate feeding 
jystem tapping the gramfields of the West, and touching all the 
great commercial centers of the interior, including Denver, Kansas 
City, St. Louis, Chicago, Detroit, Toledo, Buffalo and Pittsburgh. 
It will also afford him through connections to New Orkans and Gal- 
veston. Therefore a serious derangement of the Gould plans at this 
juncture would be bad for the Pacific Coast, particularly for Oak- 
land, which is to be the extreme Western terminus of the Gould 
system. Consequently this community has reason to rejoice that 
Joseph Ramsey's scheme to get possession of the Wabash that he 
might destroy it as a competitive factor for seaboard business has 
come to shipwreck. 


It would be a good idea if the banks would follow the example 


of the Contra Costa Water Company and set up ornamental electric 
lights in front of their buildings. By doing so they would conspic- 
uously adorn Broadway and lend a most attractive air to that fine 
thoroughfare.

THE GARDEN OF PLAY. 


James J. Hill's Objections 


James J. Hill, of the Great Northern and Northern Pacific Rail- 


roads, was the recipient of a banquet at the hands of the officials of 
the Lewis and Clark Exposition at Portland. In his speech Mr. 
Hill declared that the regulation of rates upon the inter-state com- 
merce of this country would be fatal to the solvency of three-fifths 
of all the railroads in the country. Mr. Hill did not specify what 
kind of regulation would inflict this financial disaster upon the trans- 
portation interests of the country, but the general situation unmis- 
takably interprets ,what he meant. He did not mean that there could 
be a regulation that would bankrupt these roads. He did not refer 
to something that is not before the country. What he did refer to 
is the proposition presented by President Roosevelt, and the meas- 
ures incorporated into the Esche-Townsend Bill. 


We may render into plain English the statement of Mr. Hill. 


What he desired to declare^was that ii President Roosevelt's prop- 
osition relating to the conferring of power upon the 
Inter-State 


Commerce Commission to fix a proper rate when freight rates have 
been litigated, goes into effect, it will bankrupt three-fifths of the 
railroads of the United States. In this way Mr. Hill takes issue 
with the President of the United States, and warns the Country that 
the President's policy will precipitate great financial disaster. 


With the merit underlying the propositions of the President we 


"have nothing to do in the present instance. What we desire is to 
point out the gross inexpediency on the part of the railroads of the 
Hill method of opposition. The President of the United States has 
declared, and the whole country knows, that the transportation in- 
terests of America are conducted very largely by illegitimate meth- 
ods known as "rebates," through which method there is gross dis- 
crimination between shippers. The railroads do not deny this im- 
peachment The President had in his Cabinet a railroad president' 
who admitted that he had paid these rebates, but that he had done 
so because custom had conferred upon the practice respectability. 


It is further alleged that the railroads practice discrimination 


between places on the lines of their road, and it is a well-known fact 
that rates of transportation are so adjusted as to determine the 
point of origination of certain freights. It has been declared that 
a very large percentage of the transportation interests of the coun- 
try are committed to private car lines, and these car lines are made 
instrumentalities of injustice, both as to freight rates and as to dis- 
criminations between shippers and between originating points. 


It has been alleged that the railroads permit their terminal 


facilities to fall into private hands, known as "private terminals," by 
which harassing, annoying and unjust tolls are exacted in the way 
of "terminal charges" which the trunk line avoids by permitting 
these terminal roads to be owned by separate corporations. It is 
a notorious fact that abuses of this kind exist. All these allegations 
have the recognition of the President of the United States in the 
form of a sober message to the Congress of the Republic. 


The railroads deny the magnitude of these abuses, and further

osition is unwise and inexpedient; that the enactment of the sugges- 
tions of the President into law would give the railroads a moral 
right to enter the arena of politics in their corporate capacity, and 
that the Inter-state Commerce Commission converted into a board of 
national traffic managers for all the roads of the country would be a 
factor in the business of transportation that the transportation com- 


, panics could not afford to ignore. These are cogent and meritorious 
" arguments, and are worthy of the consideration of the President and 


Congress. 


„ But when Mr. Hill declares that to abolish the practice of re- 


bating, the discriminations between shippers and between places 
-and to abolish private car lines and private terminals, in brief to 
abolish certain well-known and even admitted abuses, will regu1afe 
three-fifths of the mileage of the country to insolvency, he is declar- 
ing that these practices constitute the chief source of profit of the 
railroads which would be bankrupted by their abolishment.

WASHINGTON, October fl —Surgeon 


General R. M. O'Reilly, of the army, | 
has submitted an exhaustive report on j 
the health conditions of the army 
to 


Secretary Taft. The report Bays that 
the enlisted strength of the army as 
shown upon the monthly sick reports 
was 68 740, and on the returns of the 
•military secretary 60,139, and calcula- 
tions are made upon the latter fig- 
ures. , There were 79,686 "admissions 
to the sick report" during the year, 406 
deaths from all causes, and 1,377 dis- 
charges for disability. The figures, he 
says, show a steady and progressive 
Improvement in the health of the army. 
The report says that by far the most 
Important disease affecting the 
effi- 


ciency of the army during the year 
have been those resulting from Im- 
moral habits, which caused sixteen per 
cent of all admissions. 
This class of 


disease advanced from third to first 
place in number of admissions to tb« 
sick report. There were constantly on 
sick report for this class of diseases 
715 men, equal to tfie loss for the en- 
tire year of the services of eleven full 
companies of Infantry. 


CONTROL OF DISEASES. 


"Tho control of these diseases," says 


General O'Reilly, "lies largely In the 
hands of the clvlo authorities, and one 
of the most important steps to that 
end would appear to be classing them 
with other Infectious diseases and the 
requirement that they shall be report- 
ed as such and controlled by health 
departments. 


"In the military 
service a similar 


course should be followed." 


As to causes of death, pneumonia 


advanced to first place, and tubercu- 
losis to second. 
( 


GUNSHOT WOUNDS. 


"There were 206 admissions for gun- 


shot wounds, with 44 deaths, and 2,850 
admissions for wounds other than gun- 
shot, with fifteen deaths. 
Twenty-one 


men were killed in action and forty- 
two wounded. Of the killed two were 
by gunshot, of the wounded twenty- 
eight were by gunshot. There were 
forty-five soldiers drowned, eleven per 
cent of the total deaths from all causes 
Indicating how important It Is that all 
soldiers should 
have systematic In- 


struction In swimming. -Twenty-seven 
soldiers committed suicide; 
eleven 


deaths were due to homicide. 


Notwithstanding that a, Jarf« portion 


of the army was serving In the tropics, 
there were no admissions for snake 
bite. 


The strength of officers was S421 from 


the medical 
department reports, 
and 


3816 
from the military secretary. There 


were 2206 admissions. 27 death*. 


COMPARISONS. 


Comparison with foreign aTmi«» shows 


that the highest rate of admissions is in 
the American army, and the lowest In 
the Russian 
The highest death rate 


was !n the American army and the low- 
est in the Russian. 
The highest non- 


effective rate was in the American army 
and the lowest in the Prussian 
Regard- 


ing these facts, General O'Reilly says: 


"The 
very high proportion for alcohoK 


Ism In the American army as compared 
with that of the British army Is clearly 
due to the fact that in the latter service 
only one admissions to the hospital are 
counted. 
It is notable that while the 


British have 1ms than half the Ameri- 
can admission for dysentery, their death 
rate Is practically the same, and that 
while their ratio of admission for mal- 
aria Is about the came, their death rate 
Is nearly three times a* great. 
The 


American admission rate for malaria is 
nearly eighty times that of the French, 
while the death rate is only five times 
as great. 
These facts pojnt to differ- 


ence in the method ol computing admis- 
sions. 
The figures for 
measles and 


mumps compare very unfavorably with 
other armies except the French. 


HIGH DEATH RATE. 


"The 
comparatively 
high American 


death rate for tuberculosis is explained 
by the fact that In the United States 
army tuberculosis patients are Bent to a 
sanitarium and retained in service for 
long periods, while in other armies they 
are promptly discharged 
The high ad- 


mission rate is no doubt due to the pres- 
ent defective system of medical exam- 
ination of recruits. 
The undue preval- 


ence of typhoid fever In the army is 
partly explainable by Its undue preval- 
ence In the civil communities where the 
troops are stationed, as & result of gen- 
eral Jallure to purify water and sewers 
in American municipalities. 
Notable Is 


the absence of smallpox in the Prussian, 
Bavarian and Dutch armies. More care 
in vaccination would give Ilk* result* In 
other services."

The attempt of some members to make 


it appear that the slashing had been 
done after the banner had been, as is 
alleged, taken possession of by the con- 
stables Is unfounded. 


The facts of the case as detailed by 


Constable Lane and Deputy Constable 
Manning are, in brief, that the banner 
never came into their possession at all. 
Deputy Manning took charge

officials. He had nothing whatever to do 
with the banner.

HAVANA. October 6.—-Owing to the 


development of strong opposition to the 
ten-year treaty of commerce and riavi- 
;ation between Cuba and Great Britain, 


ratification of which Is pending in 
Senate, the Senate Committee on 


Foreign ' Relations' today authorized the 
publication in the government organ of 
the text of the treaty in order that Its 
provisions may be understood by the 
public.

If the 
service is inefficient for lack of suffi- 
cient force to do the work, it' is for 
Congress to furnish "more beef." 


The amount of the matter is that 


Secretary Metcalf

standing with the sentiment of the 
Pacific Coast, as well as with the law.

Congress this winter, and the delega- 
tions of all the Pacific States should 
be prepared to make the fight for the 
people.

Out of a cloud of 
dust on~the country road there emerged 
a closed hack, the running gear of which 
was painted red, says Willie, and which 
was drawn by two horses, one a bay 
and the other white. 


The hack stopped and two men Jumped 


out. 
They wore false beards. 
One of 


them grabbed the boy while the other 
stuffed, a handkerchief Into his mouth. 
They pulled him inside the hack and the 
horses started off on a gallop. 


ARRIVE IN OAKLAND. 


They arrived at Broadway, Oakland,

were a wise move to scrape together 
from his own small hoard and those of 
sundry friends, sufficient funds to en- 
able him, the. said Cyrus Cleaves, to 
remove to the Land of Promise from 
which the Argonauts were- sending 
back to the blast ridden shores of Bid- 
deford glowing tales of the slmoleons 
that should be his 
who risked 
the 


perils of the desert and came to the 
Golden Gate, where was wealth 
and 


pleasure.

pioneers, he pros- 


pered and became 
the possessor 
o£ 


much fine gold and the head of many 
important business interests; that for 
many years past he has been and now 
is abundantly able u> repay 
to the 


lonely woman on the rock-bouud coast 
not only the twenty-five dollars she so 
freely loaned him, but all sums due as 
interest thereon; to say nothing- of 
the measure that might properly be 
considered hers as having 
been 
the 


one who was chiefly instrumental in 
making the wealth of Cyrus possible. 


"At no time, 
however, has 
Cyrus 


evinced any disposition to recognize 
the debt he owes the lady, either in 
full or In part, either in a. just and
